The President and the Mother of Presis
dents
From the Tribune,

Elght mombera of the Leglslature of Virginia
waited on Presldent Johnson, on Saturday, to
preseyt certain resolutions unanimously ndopted
by their respeciive Houses, endorsing his views
and pledging their support to his policy of
restoration,

These gentlemen are set forth in the report as
rapresenting cvery soction of the State, and
“‘eyery shade of [ber] past nod present politics;"
yet we cannot recognize one of them as haviog
been a Unlonist In the struggle that so recently
copvulsed our conntry, Unlomists thero were in
Viginin—white Untoniste—good und true, if not
many—nnd some of these are members (elected
when Rebels scorned to vote) of the present

Leghslature; but we recognize none of these ns
haying been deemed worthy to eonvey to the
President the satisfaction with which his policy
is regarded by the other sort. The conclusion
gedms significant und nowable,

Then there are hald a million of native Vir-
ginians who were beartily loyal as o class~who
were Unionists by instinet and from tho ontset —
and most of whom owe their personal hiberty {o
the triumph e! the Union over the utmost eiforts
of those who elected the geatlemen who repre-
gonfed Virginin in the conlerence on Hslur-l!l\'.
This hall milifon are not quite hall the surviving
inhabitants of old Virgining but, ndd the whites
who were also Unionfsts throughout, and they
constitute a jnll moicty of tiee Virginlaus of to-
day. 18 iv quite luir that all these should be
guppreseed and excluded where the loyalty of
Yigiuin is to be certitica and _:lmrunu:u.i’!

The deputed eight make no pretense of ropre-

*senting or speaking lor “‘niguers’—they wonld
ecorn the iden, But they would vouoh for tho
rood Intentions and kindly feelings of those
hn-y personate fowirds their I'lllirl‘"lFlll‘if{ll‘H}l'd;
&0 lot us hear them on this point:—

ol the results of their inbors, we can on'y say that
whatever pobey inay be sdopled will bo adoptod i
good faith, and with knd feching to the hnprove.
mentof the physien!, intellectunl, and moral condi-
tion of our frecdmen, You eau understand and
readily believe thine the feelings of our people toward
thoge frecdmen are those of kindnoss, sympathy, snd
good wili; and that to i1reat them with harshiness
und injustice Is opvosed as much to onr feelings as
it & to our Interests and our seuse of mght.

Falr words, ceriainly; but they compel us Lo
remember what the “interests” and tho “senso
ol right" ol these geatlemen and Lheir consti-
tuents have prompted them to do aud 1o furbear
towards thesc, their homble neighbors and |
former dependents, up o this time. Not only
has Virginin—the Virginia of Mossrs, Baldwin
and Co.—ncever vetjmade any provision whutever
for the education and intellectunl development
of Ler blacks, but she has mude it a telony to
teach them even to resd the Bible, while =he
has gystematically sold their obildren ieto even
8 harsher boudsge than their own, until it bas
been carefully computed that all the property
in old Virgiuia at the outset of the Hebellioh
was not worth o much as che had realized since
1800 ror her own human flesh and blood, sold to
gubdue nnd till the cotton-fields, rice-swamps,
and canc-brakes of the further South,

And that thus hoirible tratdic is now ended for-
ever, and n legnl possility o education and m-
tellectual progress opened to the Virginia blacks
is solely due to the deteat and overthrow ol
thoge on whose behalf Messrs, Baldwin and Oo,
scout 1the sugeestion that ey could regard and
treat the freedmen otheraise than humanely
and justly. Would not thelr ussierance on this
point have been strengthiencd nad they beon able
truly to say, “Mr, President, we, the legisintors
of Virginia, bave abolished all our laws which
subjected any clnss or race to legal or civil dis-
abibitlos: and is 18 our aunswer to those who
question or distrust our disposition to deal fairly
with the treedmon ™7

The President, in his reply to the delegation,
forcibly suve;—

“1 feel thut the doy is not distant, T speak conils
dently in relereger to the great muss of tho Ataerican
preople. wien fy will determinoe that this Upion
Ehall be made whole, and vhe groat right ol reprosens
taton in the connclls of the netion bo scknow edeod,
Genvemen=—tbut tundamental prnciple ‘Ne tuxation
without represenistion” wag one ol the pringiples
which caroed us through the Kevolution, Tiud
grout principlo will hold good yet; wud 1f wo but pers
form our duty, 1f we but comply with the spirit of
the resointions presented to e today, the Amerionn
peopio will maiutuiu aud sustain the great doetiine
upon which the Government was inauguratod, 1t
can by done and it will be done; und I think that i1
the cffort be fmrty aud iy mado, with forb o ae-
ance aud with prudence, and with diseretion aud
wigdom, the end s not very lnr distant.'”

—Truer words were never spoken; and they

indleate the frue aud fnal sototion of all our
remaining troubles, Lot Virgiula ndopt for Lor-
sell the “‘great principle” here enunciated by the
FPresident, nnd no power on carth ean prevent
her compiete restorntion, not merely to repro-
gentabion ln Congress, bul to Maternity with her
stendinstiy loyal sister Siates. So matter what
f lew promiuent men mway s#av, the North ils |
anger to shiake hands with the South and forget
all that ever divided them. The chiel obstacle |
1o this 15 the determipation evineed by those
who monopolize power in the South to keep the
Dlacks forever in vasanlage, and thus proseribe
and rample on those whites who have been
always 105 the Unlon. ‘
We clelm that the South was never heartily
Rebel—that it only seemed 0 because the aris
tocratie caste 8o used thelr wonopoly of power
a# to crush out or stifle e Union sentiment
that vevertheless existed, and thus plunge the
country into a pangiundry nnd destriuctive war,
for which there was rever any need or reason,
Aud now we ugk to be secured arainst a recurs
rence of this desoluting horror by a universal
recoguition of the principle ro tersely embodied
in the maxim, “No tozotion withoul represonia-
ticn.”

The Commercial Relntions of Canndn and
the Unitad States,
From the Timen,
Vhen it wis stated, a few wacks ago, that
members of the Canadian Governiment were ou
their way to Wnshington to negotiate for o re

p reason complained, aud to seenre u condnuance,

deavored to show the inexpediency on the part
of this couniry of consenting to such an arrange-
ment. In general terms we poanied out the fnots
upon which the American people rested the con.
clusion that the spirit which alone lwparted |
vitality to the gonvention has been In some re- |
gpocts disrogarded, and that the operation of |
the irenty has conscquently been less reciprocal
in its ndvanisges than its promoters designed it |
to be. These points established, the wisdom of
Congress in abrogating the treaty beonme appa
rent. And we contended that in any new ar-

rangoment as betweon this country and the |
British Provinces, due regard shoold be had, not
only to the enforcementof & genuine reciprocity,
but to the peculinrity of our position in view or
1}1]:1 indeptediness and taxation résulting]irom
the war,

Whatever expoctations the Provinelal dele. |
gatea may have cherdshed touching the expiring
treaty, a{r{ar period of observation at Wash
ington appears to bave convinced them of the
liopeleseness of any effort Lo scoure s renswal
on the old besis, or with anything like a strict |
aglierence to the old form, It s crelitabie to |
their judgment and candor thatl, iostead of
wasting timo and ntrr.'nfmn aud temper in 4 vain
sttempt to controvert the p,um:m! conviotion ox-
pressed by the Socrelary of the Treasury in his
report, or to induee n roversil by Congross of
s aetion in the premises, they ot once acqui.
egcod In the Judgment that had been pronounced,
snd pddressed themselves 1o the question in its
practical relations to the future. Wisaly allow-
ng the present treaty to go by detsunlt, and
esing over the maoy vexstlous issues which

ave entered into the controversy in refarenoe
to past intercourse, thoy apphed themselyves to
this siogle problem—On what plan may the
commercial 1ntercourse between the United
Btates and the Provinoes be hereafter condooted
with the greatest pdvantaze to all parties ?

Hud Messrs, Galt, Howland, snd their co-
delegates pursued s dilferent  coutse, their
mig~1on woeula have been n signnl failure, They
would have been brougit lnto lmmedinte golli-
sien we well with the ultra protectioniat, con- |
tending for nn abstract principle, ns with the
great body of moderate men, who see protec-
tion mainly an incldent genceated by financial
necessty, ond whose alm ls to cultivate ex- |
tended trade, with po other restrictions than
those which may be necessary to shield 1rom
uncqual competition our heavily burdened in-
dustry. By sadapting themselves prompily to
the situation—by recoouizing the logie of ne-
cesgity at the viry ountset of thelr negotiations
—the  delogates averted no  inconsiderablo
amount of hostility, and secnred for their pro-
positions a degree of favor that would others |
wite have been dented them,

Whae are these propositions? They come lo
us m an official - hape in the memorandum sub-
mitted by the delegates to the House Comimittes
of Ways and Means, after a geries of lengthened
conferences with that body, Here i= the docu-
ment, brief and suggestive: —

“The trade butween the United States and the
Pritish I'rovinees shonid, it s behievea, under ord-
nury clreumstances, b kb in re creuce w ther
patural productions; but s interusl (axes oxcsps
tionally exist m the United States, it (s now proposed
thot the artieles embracod in the freo nse of tho ool

It is nuderstood that the Cauadion representa-
tives uxe prepared npon one or Lwo other points
to muke concesalons destgned to obviate objee-
tions wsrising out ol the present sysiem. This
memorandum  seems 1o have been intonded
simply as the bags of negotintion; and con-
gidered inthis Light, we must confiess that its
Huerality and its appreciation of our nationnl
posinion lnvite o friendly response, The tresty
snd nll ettendant considerstions are thrown
asldye; there 18 neither need nor reoom for furtlier
discusslon concerning them, We start afresh
and uninetinbered, with an evident digoosition
on the part ol the provinees to weet us on the
ground o genuine reciprooty.

Glince again 2t the detatls of the above moemo-
randum, und they will be found o many par
ticulars to harmon'ze with reguircments which
huve for mouths past been vrged by those who, |
like ourselves, were dissatistied with the work.
mf ol the treavy.

t has been contended that the taxation to
which, gince the war, every branch of inaustey
and trade is subjected renders necessary the
exanciion ol uuties in sone measure correspond-
ing to the burdens borne by our own products
wfu.-llv r of the farm, the forest, the mine, or the
workshop. rree competition, howsoever admi-
rable in theory, presupposes a ceriain equality
In the conditions of production; and this cer-
teinly does noé exist as between Cunada and
this country In our present circumstances,
Therefore it has been suggested that the arti-
cles dow admitied free (rom the provinces
ghould be subject to duties not correspondlog to
the internal taxation which falls upon the same
nrhicles when produced by our own people, The
suggestion b been indorsed by our bowrds of
trade and others opposed to the treaty as it is;
ani really 1t seems to meot the equity of the
ChEC,

Well, that for which our people have con-
tended is unreservodly concceded by the provin
cind delegates, It 18 now proposed,” they say,
“that the articles embraced in the free List of
the Reclprocity treaty should continue 1o be éx-
chunged, subject only to such dutica as muy be
equivalent o that intersul tavation which ex
eeptionslly exisis in this country,” What more
could be desired on this head? Whnt morg is
needed, in fect, 1o provoent o recurrence of the
hardship and injustice ot which our lummberers,
wool-growers, nnd others have with more or less

omn falr terws, of the Intge trade which the treaty
has undoubtedly developad?

In one purticulsr, and one only, mav more boe
gought, sua even this, we (hink, ¥ covered by
another sentence in the memorandam, The free
list, #o ealled, ought 1o be so extendod that it
ghull open the provineial markets to certain of
our munufnctures: n change not difllcult of ai-
complishment, il we interpret aright the sugges-
tlon of the delegntis, ‘that both partics may sld
certain arcdicles tothose now ia the sald Hasw”
The precise articles to be embeaced in ths ex-
tension of the list are @ proper subject ol nego-
tintion,

Morvover, we are oflered suich an adjustment
of the Canadian exclse duties upon spirits, beer,
tobaceo, nnd other articles, 88 shall serve In a
large degree 10 prevent the illiclt toade pnow ex-
temsively condneted on our northern froatier,
By accepting the proposition, and so SECULINE
the cooperntion of the provinelal aothorities
for the repression of smuggling, our lonest
tradeis would be protected, and our revonue
vovefited to the extent of milliong snnually,
To neither of these objects esn we atford 15 be
indillerent.

The proposed amendment of the Canadian
patent Iaw 18 u matter of no #mall concern 1o vet
snother olass, Hitherto this law has, operated
moet unfustly to our inventors, who have seon
the results o1 thelr \abor, ingenulty, and enter-
prige appiopristed by the Provineinls, without
congideration or even ascknowledgment, For

owever, affordd ground for the hope that in the

adjustment ©f the oanal tolls, the virtunl dis-
orimination of late years employed against oor
lnke shipping will be sbandoned, At any rate,
this Is a pomnt to be remembered, and it s pot
one on which we are lkoly to encounter fors
midable difficulties.

To the great West, with s rapdly growlog
rnpu!ntton and trade, and {8 varied and ‘nex-

isustiblo resources, the readiness of the pro-
vineo to undertake the enlirgement of 1ts canals,
with the view of aflorolng more perfect nccoss
to the ocean, 18 of the very highest importance.
The recens utterances of the sitizens of 8t, Paul,
and the opinions exprested by the merchants
nnd iptinentinl journals of Chicago, invest thia
proposition of the delegates with uuusual in-
terent,

Altogether, then, the memorandum is oalou.
Inted o impress most favorably the minds of
our people. Tt evinces fairness and o breadth of
view for which, In the beglunlug, we were not
inclined 1o give the deiegares erealt. it Is proof
of an anxicly to establish frade on a satigfuctory
foundation. And we apprebend that In {s gene-
tal seope it will command the approval of the
great mwajonty ol our lberal poiitwians, The
ultrs proweotionist who would n buald a Chinese
wall o1 prollatory duties around the country
will of cotirse oppose this or any similnr scheme,
To bhim eversthing is obnoxious which olashes
with the protectionist theory. He desiros pro-
hibitory dutles for the benelit of special inte-
rests, and has vo Hking for reciprocity on equal
terms.

It I8 to be regretted that the sirength of the
protectionist interest ip the Committoe of Wass
wnd Menng has for the time put an end to these
negotintions, OF the counter plan presented by
the Committee, wo ghall speak more critically
on auother duy. For the present we will but
remark that it wears the appearance of having
been Intended to render negotiston impossible,
aud that 1o this extent 1t 15 unguestionably o
